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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 21, the applicant argues that 
Van Paemel does not teach or suggest a charge pump that performs the operation of combing a signal that depends on phase difference 
and a data pattern with a signal that depends on a data pattern to generate a signal that depends on phase difference but does not 
depend on data pattern. The applicant also cites the examiner's previous statement that Farjad-Rad et al. "do not disclose all of the 
details of the charge pump, specifically that the charge pump is not dependent on the data pattern". However, the examiner's statement 
simply states that the details of the Farjad-Rad et al. charge pump operation regarding data pattern are unknown, not that Farjad-Rad et 
al. teach away from a charge pump not dependent on data pattern. As previously described, Farjad-Rad et al. disclose the two types of 
signal input to the charge pump as in the claim, and mention that the charge pump is conventional (without discussion data pattern 
dependence or independence). Van Paemel disclose a conventional charge pump, thus establishing a motivation to combine, and the 
output of the charge pump of Van Paemel is dependent on the phase of the two input signals, not the data pattern, thus teaching the 
claimed charge pump operation that Farjad-Rad et al, is silent about . 
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
